Home Owners 
Are Urged To 
Brighten Up 

Government Will Guarantee 
Loans To Encourage Re¬ 
pairs And Improvements 

Sierra Madre homeowners may 
now avail themselves of the ser¬ 
vice of the National Housing 
Act in securing loans of from $100 
to $2000 through the local Sav¬ 
ings Bank for home repair and 
improvement. 

Officials of the Sierra Madre 
Savings Bank declare that the 
institution here will cooperate to 
the utmost in doing its part in 
making a success of the Federal 
government's plan. The housing 
act is one of the administrations 
wide scale efforts to stimulate 
the building trade, furnish added 
employment, and directly help 
the Nation’s homeowners to ef¬ 
fect needed improvements on 
their property. 

Word came this week outlining 
the provisions of the act, and 
telling in detail the qualifications 
for loans. Loans are made to 
property owners for property im¬ 
provement and repair use only. 
The note may run for three years, 
payments to be made in monthly 
installments beginning 30 days 
after issue. 

To be eligible for a loan the 
homeowner must not be delin- 
j quent in taxes, assessments, 

1 either interest or principal, and 
j must have an income at least 
1 five times that of the annual 
payments to be made on a note. 

There is no interest charge, 
but a flat 5 percent discount is 
made in advance for handling 
charge. All money loaned is in¬ 
sured by the government up to 
20 percent of the aggregate loans 
made. 

A 23-page booklet is being is 
sued by the Federal Housing Ad¬ 
ministration, presenting to the 
homeowner a number of sugges¬ 
tions for home and property im¬ 
provements. Attention is called 
to the need for sound walls and 
roofs, safe chimneys and fire¬ 
places, safe stairways and steps, 
neat outward appearance. In con¬ 
clusion the booklet advises : 

"Your building is an invest¬ 
ment in living.

Old Tax Rate 
May Be Held 
Another Year 

Council To Fix Levy Next 
Wednesday Un Reduced 
Assessable Valuation 

On receipt of final official fig¬ 
ures on the result of this year's 
property assessment this week, 
the City Council started to work 
on the municipal budget for the 
fiscal year 1934-35. As certified 
to City Clerk Waverly E. Pratt 
the assessment figures show a 
shrinkage under the assessed val¬ 
uations of a year ago of $125,- 
185. 

In face of the shrinkage in 
assessed valuations members of 
the Council hope to be able to 
retain the tax rate fixed for 
municipal purposes of the fiscal 
year 1933-34— $2.40. The de¬ 
creased valuation would produce 
about $3,000 less than a year 
ago under the same tax rate. 
Council is up against the propo¬ 
sition of dispensing with some of 
the services now rendered the 
people by the city government, it 
is announced, and hopes to have 
th ploblem solved before next 
Wednesday's Council meeting, 
when the budget will probably be 
adopted and the tax rate fixed. 

The rate of $2.40 fixed last 
year was calculated to bring in 
$59,396.35. The total tax rate for 
all purposes was $5.75 per $100 
of assessed valuation. In addition 
to the $2.40 for municipal pur¬ 
poses the county tax was $1.35 
and the school levy $2.00. It will 
be impossible to tell what the 
total will be this year until the 
county rate is fixed and the 
county has passed upon the 
budget of the local school board. 

Of the $2.40 rate for muni¬ 
cipal purposes now in effect $1 
is for the general fund which 
provides for all the city's ser¬ 
vices—police, fire, garbage col¬ 
lection, street maintenance, light, 
etc. The rate for upkeep of the 
library for th last year was 16 
cents and the parks 11 cents. For 
sinking fund and interest charges 
to meet bond issues of the past 
$1.13 was assessed. 

Official figures on this year's 
assessment reveals that while 
property valuations have ex¬ 
perienced another drop, the rate 
of devaluation is relatively slow¬ 
er than the decline indicated by 
last year's figures. 

Combined land, improvement, 
j capital and personal property 
values for 1934-35 have dropped 
$125,185 below total valuations 
of 1933-34; but the 1933-34 fig- 
! ure was $322,675 lower than the 
| year before. 

Total net valuation for the cur¬ 
rent year is $2,349,455, as com¬ 
pared with last year's $2,474,640. 
Land values total $1,310,755 in 
comparison with $1,315,640 in 
1933-34. Improvements dropped 
from $1,119,080 to the present 
figure of $1,000,620. Personal 
property values amounted to 
$173,855, compared to 1933-34 
total of $177,195; while monies 
have decreased from $1,425 to 
$660. Present year exemptions 
are $136,435, compared to $138,- 
690 in 1933-34. 

According to the annual report 
of County Assessor Eld W. Hop¬ 
kins there nas been a 72 percent 
jump in the combined assessed 
values of all solvent credits and 
all stocks and bonds held in the 
county during the year. Stocks 
and bonds amounted to $575,426,- 
460 for 1934 as compared with 
$371,882,235 for 1933. Solvent 
credits for the county were as¬ 
sessed at $273,125,040 this year, 
compared witn $233,900,495 last 
year.

Martin Denounces Those 
Who Raise False Hopes In 
Breasts Of Unemployed 

Assemblyman Frank G. Martin 
of this district announced his 
platform as a candidate for re- 
election at a meeting of the com¬ 
mitteemen of the various com¬ 
munities comprising his district 
and the Altadena Citizens Asso¬ 
ciation on Monday night. More 
than a score of Sierra Madreans 
were in the audience that heard 
Mr. Martin denounce Communism 
and brand the Epic plan as 
"dangerous, demoralizing and 
menacing.” He said, in part: 

“I am a Republican, without 
prefix, suffix or affix. I have no 
connection or collusion with any 
'ism, plan or party, other than 
the Republican party. I believe in 
party government, but not in 
narrow partisanship. I believe in 
party honesty and fidelity. I be¬ 
lieve in being what you are, in 
politics, without subterfuges to 
gain votes. 

"I am opposed to the Epic 
plan. I believe it is wholly im¬ 
practical. I believe that it raises 
false hopes which no party or 
group could make effective. I 
regard Sinclairism, as presented 
in the Epic plan, as being 
dangerous, demoralizing, mis¬ 
chievous and menacing. I offer 
you no 'plan' in which I would 
promise to carry you on ‘flower 
beds of ease’ to castles in the air, 
while you pick daisies and daffo¬ 
dils along a flower-bedecked 
fairy way, lulled by dulcet melo¬ 
dies from the ‘Choir Invisible.’ I 
know human nature too well. I 
know that human nature cannot 
be amended by statutory law or 
transformed by constitutional 
amendment. 

"I point you to a safe, sane, 
sensible road over which rugged, 
self reliant, courageous Americans 
always have trodden when in po¬ 
litical or economic difficulties. I 
urge you, hold fast that which 
is good in our present economic 
and political system. Move sen¬ 
sibly and surely to betterments. 

"The 1933 Legislature made 
forward strides in economy in 
government and in relief for tax¬ 
payers. I stand upon my record 
as a member of the State As¬ 
sembly. 

“When we are sick we turn 
too much to harmful quack cure- 
j alls. When we are well we scoff 
! at quackery. This is true in poli- 
| tics. We are getting well. Let’s 
! stick to our sensible fruit juices, 

I sal hepatica and hot footbaths, 
fresh air and exercise, in our 
politics. 

“I would not indulge in doubt¬ 
ful experimenting and fairyland 
dreams in public business any 
more than I would in my own 
private business. I would rather 
go to an honorable defeat stand¬ 
ing upon a platform of progres¬ 
sive principles and sound sense 
than to win a dishonorable, com¬ 
promising, truckling victory. 

“I have urged upon two suc¬ 
cessive Governors a special ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature to afford 
additional relief to taxpayers in 
continuing to reduce outrage- 
ouly high delinquent tax pen¬ 
alties. I am proud that I had an 
active part in permanently re¬ 
ducing penalties by the act of 
the 1933 Legislature. This special 
session of the Legislature, should 
it be called by Governor Mer- 
riam, also should extend the mor¬ 
atorium on mortgages. It should 
provide substantail relief for un¬ 
employment on terms that will 
not pauperize and humiliate the 
unemployed.
